P e d r l c k , 
executive director of the local 
office, said Philadelphia United 
Way directors sent invitations to 
Firestone and Bethlehem Steel 
executives to attend a Feb. 29 
discussion 
of 
U nited 
Way 
regionalization. 
“ The fact they sent a letter to 
Bethlehem Steel is an indication 
of 
their 
knowledge 
of our 


com m unity,’’ 
said 
Pedrlck, 
adding the tactics used by the 
city office were “embarrassing 
and upsetting."

Two men arrested 
'Family feud' ends 
with shooting, fire

What was described as a 
“ family feud” at a Honey Brook 
trailer 
park, 
climaxed 
late 
Monday night with a shooting 
and a burned-out trailer. 
State police at Embreeville 
are trying to piece together the 
events that led to an alleged 
shooting at a car in which five 
persons were riding, and the 
subsequent fire which destroyed 
one family's home less than two 
hours later. 
Two men. both residents of the 
Barrage Trailer park, Supplee 
Road, where the incident took 
place, were arrested by state 
police and charged with firing at 
the car, The two men were not 
charged with setting the fire 
which 
destroyed 
the 
trailer 
rented by Louis Himelright and 
his family. 
According to police, the chain 
of events started shortly after 10 
p.m . 
when 
the 
Himelright 
family 
and a friend were 
driving their car away from the 


Himelright house trailer and 
shots were fired at the car. 
Himelright, 35, told police that 
Jerry Harris, 23, and his step­ 
father, Cyrus Long, 45, fired 
several shots at the car. 
Himelright reportedly phoned 
state police from a nearby 
tavern. When police arrived, 
they discovered several bullet 
holes in the rear section of the 
car. 
P o l i c e 
a c c o m p a n i e d 
Himelright back to the trailer 
park 
to 
continue 
the 
in­ 
vestigation. When they arrived 
there shortly before midnight, 
they 
found 
the 
Himelright 
trailer in flames. 
The trailer was destroyed. 
Police 
arrested 
'Long 
and: 
Harris in connection with the 
shooting. An investigation into 
the fire is being conducted to 
determine if it was caused by 
arson, and if Long and Harris 
were responsible. 
“ The fire could very well have 
been arson," said Honey Brook 
Fire Co. Chief John Goodman. 


“ It is still under investigation. 
The 
fire 
itself 
was

suspicious origin. Judging from 
the circum stances surrounding 
the blaze, arson is a distinct 
possibility."

The men were committed to 
Chester County Farms Prison in 
lieu of $15,000 bail each. 
A 
hearing is scheduled for 9 a.m . 
Feb. 16 before Henry at his 
Pa rkesburg office. 
Fire Chief Goodman said the 
fire call cam e in at 11:39 p.m.., 
and trucks were at the scene 
within minutes. 
“ When we arrived the interior 
of the trailer was engulfed in 
flames,’’ he said. “There wasn't 
too much we could do. We finally 
got the fire out, and remained on 
the scene until 1:20 a.m.

M argaret Yablonski jerked up 
in bed when she heard the shots. 
She didn’t know a hired killer 
ju st 
pressed 
a 
38-caliber 
revolver to the head of her 
sleeping daughter and squeezed 
the trigger twice. 
She didn't know who the man 
was standing in her bedroom 
doorway, 
bracing 
a 
sem i­ 
autom atic 
rifle 
against 
his 
shoulder, 
sighting 
down 
the 
barrel at her. 
Nor did she know it was all 
part of a plot financed by the 
United 
Mine 
Workers. They 
didn’t want her. They wanted 


her husband, Joseph. He bucked 
the boss, W.A. “ Tony" Boyle, 
running against him in a bitter 
struggle 
for 
control 
of 
the 
country’s coal miners. 
He lost the election three 
weeks earlier, and now he was 
going to lose his life. 
Margaret Yablonski started 
screaming. 
Claude Vealey looked down 
the smooth black barrel. Just 
over the rifle’s front sight he 
could see her sitting in bed 
screaming. 
“ We know what we were there 
for, ” he recalls. 
Vealey said he has had a lot of 
tim e 
for 
rem em bering. 
A 
Washington County jury started 
him off with five years in 
solitary confinement as an in­ 
troduction to his life sentence. 
He never killed before. But 
really, 
there 
wasn’t 
much 
choice. He had a lot on his mind 
in 1969. he said. When Paul 
Gilly, the house painter who was 
buying what Vealey stole, cam e 


to bail him out he wasn’t going to 
refuse. 
But the deal was that the $750 
bail bond was part of the total 
package Vealey would get after 
he came along to kill Yablonski. 
“ We just 
started drink in' 
about midnight and decided to 
go in the house and kilt him. ” 
When he was 9, his mother 
took him from Ronda, W. Va., to 
Cleveland, Ohio. He never liked 
it. Cleveland was a real bad 
place, he said. 
Now he lives behind the walls 
of the State Correctional In­ 
stitution at Graterford, 
“ the 
place where we keep the real 
bad ones," as one guard put it. 
Seventeen hundred bad ones. 
Vealey and Cleveland were 
made for each other. He drop­ 
ped 
out 
after 
ninth 
grade, 
pumping gas and working in 
factories until he gave that up 
and “just ran around drinkin' 
and stealin' and havin’ a good 
tim e." You can’t work a regular 
job and 
be going to bars,

Fuel crisis 
heats up 


Winter has thrown a curve at Americans 
living in the East. It also has thrown a curve 
at President Carter, whose first “fireside 
chat” had an unintended irony. 
Many listeners may have been stoking a 
fireplace — if they have on»» — because there 
isn't enough natural gas available to keep a 
furnace going. An estimated 1.8 million are 
out of work because of plant, office and 
school shutdowns triggered by the fuel crisis. 
This provides a grim backdrop for Mr. 
Carter s first report to the American people 
from the White House. For one thing it is an 
embarrassment that a country as rich in 
resources as ours should be brought to this 
condition by cold weather. The crimp in 
natural gas supplies also is a setback to the 
continued economic recovery that so con­ 
cerns the new administration. 
Above all, there is no getting around the 
fact that coping with the bitter cold would not 
be so difficult if our own government had not 
made a regulatory nightmare out of the 
production and distribution of natural gas. In 
particular, Congresses dominated by Mr. 
Carter’s own party have failed to respond to 
repeated warnings that the federal price- 
eontrol policy was going to leave parts of the 
country starving for gas in a hard winter. 
For more years than Congress would like 
to remember, energy experts have been 
pointing out that prices kept artificially low 
were discouraging development of new 
natural gas resources. On April 18.1973 — six 
months before the Arab oil embargo 
dramatized the energy cirsis — President 
Nixon sent Congress an energy message 
warning that regional gas shortages then in 
evidence were going to get worse unless 
prices were decontrolled. 
There was no action on Capitol Hill. On 
Nov. 18, 1974, President Ford raised the level 
of the warning. “Our worsening shortages 
arc directly attributable to more than 20 
years of unsuccessful federal regulation of 
natural gas." 
The new occupant of the White House is 
facing the same situation. Of course, Mr. 
Carter can report now that Congress Is 
giving prompt attention to the emergency 
legislation he proposed to reallocate supplies 
and free some gas from price controls for a 
six-month period. At the same time, 
however, he has to admit that these 
measures are not going to relieve the gas 
shortages — only spread it around to do the 
least harm. 
What the President and Congress must 
both realize is that the “emergency” is not 
going to end when the ice begins to melt this 
spring. This emergency has been building for 
years. The bitter cold this winter only 
showed us how bad it really is. 
Mr. Carter may have asked only for a six- 
month program to attack the natural gas 
problem because he wants to treat the 
subject more fully in a comprehensive 
energy policy still on the drawing boards.

THE BELL TELEPHONE company of 
Pennsylvania soon will offer dual listings for 
husbands and wives in its directory. 
This is a reasonably sound prediction 
based on research among company and 
government officials. 
Time of this major improvement cannot be 
vouchsafed nuw, but it may be available for 
the new directory in July. 
Cost? There will be only a one-time 
charge; it may run about $6, but the listing 
then will be carried without charge annually. 
The telephone company has abandoned its 
plan to charge 50 cents a month for his-her 
alphabetizing. 
When this occurs, it will mark a signal 
victory for Pottstown women, for they 
spearheaded this drive. So far as is known, a 
mini-crusade in this “Talk #* the Town" 
begun December 1, 1976, was the first in 
Pennsylvania. And this speaks well that a 
small voice in a small town newspaper can 
be heard in high places,

THE CAMPAIGN was launched when 
the first of a series of letters was written by 
Mrs. Elizabeth MeCaslin. 1877 North 
Charlotte St., She voiced her sensitivity to 
submersion in her husband's identity — and 
asked for a dual listing. Other letters 
followed, and they were submitted to the 
Public Utility Commission, as well as to Bell 
Telephone.

Writes Kaaren L. Steiner, 829 Worth 
Boulevard: 
“Putting women’s names at no cost in the 
phone book with their husbands’? Why not? 
“The country could use a little emphasis on 
marriage.

The 
responsibility for the bills involved in the 
phone is shared, the use is shared, so too 
should be the listing. 
“In itself it’s a minor item but added to 
many subtle ways in which women are dealt 
with as second class citizens, it becomes 
major. 
“The listing of both names goes a long way 
in recognizing their separate identities as 
people while listing them as using one phone, 
therefore, one residence, recognizes their 
existence as a unit. What about the cost 
factor? I believe that can be resolved with no 
great todo.

THE COLUMN’S mini-crusade was helped 
by news from Wisconsin that Its Public 
Service Commission ordered an end to 
discrimination and charged the telephone 
company to include wives’ without charge. 
New York and Michigan followed with 
announcements it would permit dual listings 
on demand. Then New Jersey stepped for­ 
ward when it heard pleas to have wives’ 
names listed for a one-time $6.25 fee. 
Potts town's Bell Telephone manager, 
William H. Cross, told “Talk o’ Town” dual­ 
listing would be quite expensive because of 
added paper and printing costs. But a casual 
inspection of the Pottstown directory (Page 
184, column 2) showed that in a listing of 97 
names, only 21 would not accommodate an 
added feminine name. Skip to Page 370, 
column three, and a count shows only 18 
listings could not be confined to one line when 
a woman's name was added. 
The usual sobersided New York Times 
became facetious when it pointed out “We 
know a little about the printing business and 
we could not comprehend why a phone book 
that charges equally — that is. nothing — for 
listing Theocharopoulos Constantines or Ax 
Jas should suddenly start counting 
characters.”

In every area of the U.S., you 
will find cases where this up­ 
side-down situation exists. A

discriminatory treatment is now 
before the Supreme Court . 
ITEM: 
A 
woman 
who 
is 
divorced before her 20th an­ 
niversary loses her right to any 
wife’s or widow’s benefits based 
on her husband’s work under 
Social 
Security. 
But

sequent wife may collect those 
benefits even if she has been 
married to the man for just a 
s h o r t 
t i me 
b e f o r e 
his 
retirement, death, or disability. 
Until a young housewife has 
been m arried at least 20' years, 
she has no assurance that she

Area warming trend 
will continue today 


The 
almost 
im perceptible 
warming trend noted Tuesday in 
the area should become more 
pronounced today and Thursday 
as tem peratures are expected to 
rise to around 40 degrees. 
By contrast, Tuesday saw a 
high for the day just nudging the 
freezing mark at 31 degrees, 
when the efforts of extended 
sunshine failed, and the m er­ 
cury started to decline again. 
As a result, the area has 
remained 
in 
the 
icebox 
of 
tem peratures below the freezing 
m ark for two months, with only 
a few minor exceptions. 
Those exceptions include last 
Thursday 
and 
Friday 
when 
highs of 40 degrees were noted, 
while the snow-covered ground 
remained frozen. 
However, before residents get 
their hopes up about today's 
warming trend, they may do 
well to note a prediction issued 
by the National Weather Ser­ 
vice. 
It states that the break in the 
weather pattern is only te m ­ 
porary. resulting from a warm 
air mass from the 'Pacific that is 
crossing the nation. 
But by next week, winter is 
expected to return with full 
force, as the prevailing patterns 
of 
air 
m ovem ent 
resum e, 
bringing cold blasts apparently 
straight from the North Pole. 
Tuesday started out chilly, 
with a low of 18 degrees, only 
slightly w arm er than Monday’s 
12 . 
But under clear blue skies, the 
sun poured down, and started to 
melt 
some of the snow 
by 
heating portions of roads and 
sidewalks above the freezing 
[mint. 
Since 
tonight's 
low 
should 
drop into the 20s again, there is 
not much chance of a rapid: thaw 
occurring, which could produce 
havoc, not only as a possible 
cause of flooding, but also in the 
severe expansion of water pipes, 
almost assuredly causing more 
cracks and main breaks.

today’s warmth under partially 
cloudy skies could be a hopeful 
sign that spring will arrive, only

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Area tradition to change hands 


Birdsboro family to end life-long career in restaurant business

Mercury Staff Writer 
Mrs. Carrie Miller, 86. says 
she’s going to miss cooking for 
half the population of Birdsboro. 
“ I’ve been patting oysters for 
64 years, sometimes as many as 
1,000 during one weekend,” she 
said. “ Everybody called 
me 
Mom as they were coming in the 
back door smelling what was 
cooking on the stove. 
“ You bet I’ll miss it.” 
Mrs. Miller is retiring, along 
with her two children and their 
spouses, from a lifelong career 
in the restaurant business. Her 
son, Theodore V. Miller, took 
over Miller’s Cafe, First and 
Adams streets 
in 
Birdsboro, 
when her husband died in 1950. 
The cafe 
has 
built 
up 
a 
reputation over the years for its 
friendly 
bar 
service, 
family 
atm osphere 
and 
delectable 
weekend seafood offerings. 
Mrs. Miller has lived upstairs 
in the corner cafe with her 
d au g h ter 
and 
son-in-law , 


Adelaide and Richard Findlay 
Now, she says, they’ll be moving 
into a modern home. 
“ I don’t know if I’ll be able to 
cook with the electric stove in 
the 
new 
house,” 
said 
Mrs.* 
Miller. “ It’s going to take some 
getting used to after gas. They 
might come home from work 
some evening 
and 
find the 
supper burnt. Now wouldn't that 
be something after all these 
years of cooking?” 
The Miller family operated 
its first grocery business on 
Furnace Street in 
Birdsboro 
across from the Birdsboro Steel 
Foundry and Machine Co. (now 
Birdsboro Corp.) in the late 
1800s. 
- Homemade ice cream, fresh 
roasted 
peanuts 
and 
penny 
candy were specialties. 
After Luther and Carrie took 
over the store, the restaurant 
line evolved. Mrs. Miller, who 
moved to Birdsboro from a large 
country family, was used to 
cooking in quantity. 


She had so many leftovers 
when cooking for herself and her 
husband, she began to serve 
m eals to the factory workers 
when they came off their shifts. 
Soon the men were buying 
m ore dinner platters than 
ice 
cream and peanuts, and the 
Millers found themselves in the 
restaurant 
business. 
Fried oysters were 25 cents for 
a half-dozen, Mrs, Miller said, 
and bowls of hearty clam or 
oyster stew also sold for a 
quarter. A large chunk of cheese 
was a nickel. 
In 1923, the Millers moved 
their restaurant to its present 
spot at First and Adams streets. 
“ This was a grocery store when 
we cam e,” said Mrs. Findlay, 
“ but my father closed in the 
porch and served a light lunch 
a lo n g 
w ith 
th e 
g ro c e ry 
business.” 
Selling on the credit system, 
the late Mr, Miller let his good 
nature overcome his business 
sense, and the store fell into 


trouble. “Some people still owe 
money to the store’s books,” 
Mrs. Findlay said. 
So about the time Prohibition 
was ending, the Millers went out 
of the grocery business, bought 
a beer license and operated a 
tavern restaurant full-time. 
In the late 1940s, Mr. Miller 
died at the age of 52. within a few 
months of one of his three 
children. His wife managed by 
herself for awhile, and in 1950 
her son, Theodore, took over as 
owner and bartender. 
“ I got a full liquor license 
then,” explained Miller, “ and 
we opened up extra rooms for 
seafood on Friday and Saturday 
nights.” 
From 1950 until the bar closed 
last May because Miller suf­ 
fered 
a 
heart 
attack, 
the 
reputation for homemade clam 
chowder and fresh fried oysters 
grew. 
“ The 
people 
cam e 
from 
Pottstow n. 
Boyertown 
and 
Phoenixville," said Mrs. Miller. 


who was chief cook for the 
Friday night seafood specials. 
“ The 
place 
would 
get 
real 
crowded 
but 
everyone 
was 
willing to wait." 
“ We never advertised,” added 
Mrs. Findlay, who helped cook 
while her husband and brother 
tended bar. “The name spread 
by word-of-mouth.” 
M iller’s Cafe was a favorite 
among teachers in the Daniel 
Boone School District. “ After 
basketball games, they would 
com e in for hot dogs and ham­ 
burgers, and stop by with their 
f a m i l i e s 
fo r 
a 
s n a c k 
som etim es,” Miller said. 
During the past Christmas 
season, the bar had already 
closed its regular business but 
was open for take-out beer only. 
The teachers asked if they could 
have their holiday party at 
M illers, and the family outdid 
them selves with 
a 
luncheon 
buffet and beverages. 
But the surprise was on Miller 
as the teachers invited him to 


come from behind the bar and 
join the merriment. 
They then told him their party 
was partly in his honor, and 
p re se n te d 
him 
$50 
as 
a 
retirem ent gift. 
O th e r 
c u sto m e rs 
h a v e 
honored Ted Miller over the 
years, and gifts of mugs from 
around the world have added up 
to become a collection of more 
than 200 drinking vessels. 
The popular bartender is now 
going 
through 
the 
task 
of 
packing, 
selling 
and 
saving 
mugs. Although the establish­ 
ment does not officially change 
hands until early spring, the 
sign in front has already been 
changed to “Taylor’s Tavern." 
John Taylor, Exeter, will be 
the new owner. Ted Miller says 
he may work as a part-tim e 
bartender, but his 86-year-old 
mother 
will 
be out 
of 
the 
business. 
“ I’ll be crocheting and lear­ 
ning how to cook with an electric 
stove,” said Mrs. Miller.

Castanets and poetry keep Royersford native happy, healthy and wise

She stays away from hard 
drink, New York and frozen 
food. That way Toni Mar- 
chionne hopes to live another 
70 years - to dance, to write 
and all the while keep her 
castanets clapping. 
“ I want to live to 100,” she 
says, smiling confidently as if 
she secretly knew her request 
had been granted. 
“ I have a lot to do. And 
without health and happiness 
there is no creation. No art. ” 
Miss Marchionne. born in 
Royersford 
and 
living 
in 
Boston, 
has 
begun 
h er 
cultural crusade. Her second 
book of poems, "Love Speaks 


From Where She Stands,” is 
soon to 'be published. 
At Sacred Heart School in 
Royersford she began writing 
poetry, because she needed it, 
she says. 
It comes spon­ 
taneously, 
th e 
thoughts 
forming verse even though 
she may not be writing. 


Walking down a street one 
blustery 
day 
in 
Boston, 
watching her feet, the poetry 
began coming. She recalls: 
“ Determine the road the 
wind while it goes, the per­ 
petual sea scaling tides.. 
With the same spontaneity, 
she slips the leather thongs of 
her ebony castanets onto her 
thumbs, She smiles and a 
cavalry of percussion clops 


out of her palms. 
“ When the Spanish dancers 
play the castanets, it looks as 
if they are being secretive,” 
says the St. Pius X graduate, 
concealing the wooden half 
shells in her palms. 
" B u t 
the 
m ystery 
Is 
technical,” she says. 
If the castanets are not held 
that way, dangling from the 
thumb, the fingers cannot 
strike them together. 
“ They're very ritualistic, 
simple, 
uncomplicated. 
They're not so sophisticated 
t h a t 
they 
l o s e 
t h e i r 
relationship to life,” she says, 
all the while keeping up the 
rapid fire beat. 
After high school, she went 


to Fischer College in Boston, 
Mass., where her theatrical 
talent 
sidetracked 
her 
to 
E m m e r s o n 
College 
and 
eventually to the Theatre 
Workshop of Boston. 
A performance there in 1970 
won her an award and was 
filmed 
for TV by station 
WGBH in Boston. 
Her dream is to start a 
studio where artists can live 
healthy, creative lives. She is 
“ prim arily 
a 
vegetarian,” 
and 
believes 
artists 
need 
guidance in proper diet and 
health care. 
Her studio would provide 
this education as well as a 
place foe the artists to create 
and for the creations to be 


displayed. 
The basic and the primitive 
is her passion, she says. If she 
is traveling she might take 
her castanets from her pocket 
and begin playing - on a bus. 
or perhaps on the street. 


Again, her food is simple. 
Believing the human body is 
best suited to digest grains, 
she sticks with a macrobiotic 
regimen 
and 
avoids 
the 
frivolous. 
Although she is in her upper 
20s 
and 
still 
single, 
she 
b e l i e v e s 
m a r r i a g e 
is

Ah, rom.antic love. The stuff of 
poets and playwrights. The 
fodder for Tin Pan Alley tunes 
and operatic arias. 
The storybook image of the 
relationship between man and 
woman — the candlelit world of 
champagne and roses in which 
prince and princess live happily 
ever after. 
What ever happened to all 
that? 
It’s fading out. Or at least 
changing form. 
And that, according to Dr. 
Mary Lindenstein Walshok, is 
something to thank your star- 
crossed lovers for . 
Walshok, a sociologist and 
assistant dean for academic 
affairs at the University of 
California at San Diego Ex­ 
tension, is not a curmudgeon 
opposed to the concept of 
romance. She just feels that 
when its importance is over­ 
played or its significance 
misunderstood, relationships 
suffer. 
'“Look at the great classical 
romances —■ Romeo and Juliet, 
Tristan and Isolde — think how 
they came out,” she said. 
“Classically, romantic love is 
seeking after a lover who is 
unavailable or forbidden. And 
when the lovers do finally get 
together, something dreadful 
always happens. Like they die.” 
And it’s not so different with 
contemporary relationships, she 
said, when they’re based solely 
on romantic love rather than 
more enduring qualities. 
By definition, she explained in 
an interview, romantic love is 
desperate, exciting, passionate 
and mysterious. And in order to 
maintain that feeling there must 
be some aura of mystery about 
the person, some air of intrigue 
about the relationship. 
Marriage and other long-term 
relationships eventually fall into 
a routine. 
“ And routinization,” said 
Walshok, “is antithetical to 
romantic love. The two simply 
do not exist together in a steady 


pattern of things without the 
element of adventure. You can’t 
be married to somebody or 
living with somebody and 
maintain that sense of high 
melodrama.” 
But that’s not all bad, ac­ 
cording to the sociologist who 
feels that the time has come 
when people should be — and 
often are — placing less em­ 
phasis on romantic love as a 
basis for relationships. 
Much of romantic love, she 
said, can be attributed to each 
partner’s idealized image of 
what a perfect lover should be.

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And when the partner fails to 
live up to that image — just as in 
classical tales of romance — 
something tragic happens, 
Disappointment, resentm ent 
and bitterness set in and stifle 
the relationship.

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New street school 
to remain closed 


For more than six months, the 
Spring City New Street School 
has been idle. Remedial classes 
for students ended in the sum­ 
m er and the old high school 
doors closed with no indication 
of reopening again. Last Friday, 
the Spring-Ford 
Area School 
District board m embers ordered 
all water and fuel oil to the 
building cut. 
The school board noted the 
upkeep and maintenance of the 
structure, between 130,000 and 
$40,000. was too expensive. And 
rather than attempt to sell the 
building, the hoard indicated it 
will wait until a later date, when 
an enlarged sewage system, is 
available in the borough, before 
it seeks bids. 
Since 
September, 
however, 
the Spring City borough council 
has 
sought 
to 
acquire 
the 
building and the 13.5 acres of 
grounds to transform it into a 
community center. “ We initially 
gave the ground to the school 
d istric t." 
Council 
President 
Richard Latshaw said Monday. 
“ I know it may sound ridiculous, 
hut why shouldn’t the school 
give it back to us? After all, it 
was donated with the idea they 
would 
use 
the 
grounds 
for 
educational purposes."

size, height and safety feature," 
he said. “ My recommendation is 
council should call for a drafting 
of a new ordinance for members 
to take action on in March."

Spring City’s community 
swimming pool, in the planning 
stages for more than 7 years, 
will become a reality early 
this summer, as the self- 
sustaining project offers 
“swimming unlimited” to both 
members and non-members. 
Working from an operating 
budget of $20,000, the co- 
chairmen of the newly organized 
recreation commission will be 
seeking three persons to serve 
as lifeguards on a daily basis, 
and a manager to supervise the 
operations of the It 70,000 pool. 
In addition, an assistant 
manager will be employed, who 
will fill in as a lifeguard during 
peak hours, according to Joe 
Neiss, co-chairmen of the 
commission.

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Carter calls for fresh initiatives to restrain armaments 
W ASHINGTON <AP) - 
Declaring that the United States 
has nuclear superiority over the 
Soviet Union, President Carter 
said Tuesday It is “very, very 
important “ that both nations 
take fresh initiatives to restrain 
armaments while maintaining 
an over-all balance of power. 
At his first White House news 
conference, Carter again ex­ 
pressed concern about Soviet 
treatment of dissident Russians 
and argued that taking Moscow 
to task on human rights issues 
should have no effect on the 
search for ways to curb the 
arms race. 
The President's discussion of 
serious topics was laced with 
occasional humor as he faced 
reporters, and a national 
television-radio audience, in an 
auditorium next door to the 
White House, 
Questions about the handling 
of arms negotiations with the 
Soviets dominated the session, 
with Carter disclosing for the 
first time that he has asked 
M oscow to abandon the 
deployment of hard-to-detect 
mobile missile launchers, used 
for missiles of less than in­ 
tercontinental range. He also 
suggested each country give the 
other advance notice of any 
p la n n e d t e s tin g of in­ 
tercontinental missiles. 
Carter, who has consistently 
decried international trafficking 
in arms, said that a proposed 
sale of concussion bombs to 
Israel, approved during the final 
months of President Gerald R. 
Ford’s administration, “con­ 
cerns me very much.” He said 
he will decide within the next 
week “whether to cancel that 
sale." 
Concussion bombs, used by 
the United States in Vietnam, 
spew out an aerosol form of 
propane gas upon impact. The 


gas, then detonated, creates a 
blast effect that has a kilting 
range of some 6(H) feet. 
On domestic topics, Carter 
said: 
— A long-range energy 
program he has promised to 
unveil by April 20 will “require 
substantial sacrifices on the 
part of the American people’and 
will bar any unjustified profits 
by the oil and gas industries. 
— He hopes to use his veto 
power sparingly but if Congress 
made “suchdrastic changes’* in 
his draft legislation aimed at 
stimulating the economy that 
“would cause me to doubt its 
effectiveness or viability, I 
would of course veto it.” 
In an indirect reference to 
efforts by some Congress 
members to double the $2 billion 
he has asked for public works 
jobs, he said, “There is a limit 
on how much money you can 
spend on public works without 
wasting money.” 
—He believes there is no 
danger of a Watergate scandal 
during his administration and 
said, “I know the Congress and 
others will be watching me 
closely , which I welcome. " 
D iscussing the relative 
nuclear strength of the United 
States and the Soviet Union, 
Carter said, "At the present 
time, my judgement is that we 
h a v e s u p e r io r n u c le a r 
capability,” although he later 
asserted, “I think that wc are 
roughly equivalent. ” 
The President said the Soviets 
have bigger missiles and bigger 
warheads but the United States 
has “ more missiles, a much 
higher degree of accuracy.” 
A White House spokesman 
later said Carter misspoke 
himself — that the Soviets have 
more missiles than the United 
States.

Forecasters show 
profit on cold front 


STATE COLLEGE, Pa. (API 
— M eteorologists for Ac- 
cuWeather Inc., a private 
weather service, put their 
money where their predictions 
are and made a $40,000 profit in 
the frozen orange juice futures 
market. 
When the forecasters spotted 
a massive cold front moving 
southward over Montana in mid- 
January, they took up $5.000 in 
an office pool and invested it. 
"We saw the chance for 
spectacular profit,” said Elliot 
Abrams, vice president of Accu- 
Weather. 
“ The futures market in citrus 
products is one of the few places 
where you can accurately 
predict the economic effects of 
weather. If the weather gets 
cold in Florida, you know the 
price for citrus is going to go 
up.”Accu-Weather is a private 
weather service started in 1962 
by Joel Myers while he was 
doing graduate work in 
meteorology at Pennsylvania 
State University in this central 
Pennsylvania town. 
Accu-Wreather sells predic­ 
tions to about 45 radio and 
television stations in the country 
as well as to 50 ski areas and 
several hundred municipal 
gov era m ent s n a tion w Idle. 
Abrams said that to avoid a 
con flict of in terest, the 
forecasters were careful to 
p u b lic iz e th eir 
w eath er 
predications before making 
th eir in v estm en ts. They 
determined on Jan. 15 and 16 
that the cold front moving south 
would reach Florida. 
“Anyone who listens to an 
Accu-Weather station or buys 
our service knew the same 
things we knew. It’s a matter of 
judgement on whether to in­ 
vest,” Abrams said Tuesday. 
A spokesman for the Com­ 
m odities Future Trading 
Commission in Washington, 
which regulates the futures 
trading Industry, said! there is no 
precedent for the commission 
taking action against a private 
investor or group, 
The commission's authorily 
extends only to those who are 
licensed or supposed to be 
licensed by the commission, 
which does not include in- 
v e §t or s .the spok esm a n sa id 
The group purchased the right 
to buy frozen orange con­ 
centrate in the futures market 
for 43 cents a pound Following 
the sub-freezing weather, the 
price rose to 70 cents a pound. 
But after the money had been 
placed and the cold weather 
continued, the ethics of the 
situation became mi ore of a 
problem for the service. 
“ We were concious of not 
making Ihe cold weather down 
there sound worse than it was. 
That couid have driven up the 
price oí frozen orange juice 
futures and increased our profit. 
It would have been creating our 


own market, sort of,” Abrams 
saidAbrams said he contributed 
$250 that he borrowed on his 
BankAmcricard. When the 
futures were sold, he received 
$2,400. 
While the money was invested 
for personal gain. Abrams said 
he is aware that publicity about 
the successful investment could 
mean more clients for the 
company. 
“ We’ve solicited a few 
brokerage houses but had no 
success. But after we made this 
spectacular profit, we've had 
inquiries from two firms 
a 1 re a d y, ” A hr a m s said 
He said the same techniques 
could be used in the any crop 
that is directly affected by 
weather, such as cocoa or cof­ 
fee, although he noted that 
sometimes there is difficulty in 
predicting how the weather will 
affect the price of a crop.
